Stocks  of  flue-cured  tohacco  on  January  1,  103S,-  were  1,068, 890,000 
pounds.  This  is  the  first  time  flue-cured  stocks  have  reached  -the  "billion 
mark.  Type  11  stocks  were  reported  as  U3H, 708,000  pounds-;  Type  12  as 
36U, 989,000  pounds;.  Type  13  as  191,2^6,000  pounds;  and  Type  lH  as 
77,9^7,000  pounds,,  on  January  1,  1935. 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  toha.cco  were  reported  as  lH2,832,000  pounds

Virginia  fire-cured,  Type  21  stocks  were  reported  as  23,572,000  pounds;

Maryland  tohacco,  Type  ^2  stocks  were  reported  as 
39,851,000  pounds.

JAHUARY  1  CIGAR  LFAF  TOBACCO  STOCKS  . 

Stocks  of  American-grown  cigar-filler  types  amounted  to  166,270,000 
pounds  on  January  1,  1938,  about  one  and  one-half  million  pounds  higher 
than  stocks  on  January  1,  1937*   Type  Hi,  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  stocks  on 
January  1,  1938,  were  86, 9^,000  pounds;  Type  H2,  Gebhardt,  12,621,000 
pounds;  Type  H3 ,  Zimmer,  17,212,000  pounds;  Type  HH,  Twitch,  9,2H2,000 
pounds;  Type  H^,  Georgia,  and  Florida  sun-grown,  1, 625, 000  pounds;  and 
Type  H6,  Puerto  Rican,  38,625, 000  pounds.   The  detailed  report  "by  groups 
of  grades  shows  ahout  73  percent  of  the  total  filler  type  stocks  in  the 
C  group  as  strictly  filler  grades,  ahout  23  oercent  in  the  X  -roup  as 
stemming  grades,  and  the  balance  in  the  B,  Y,  S,  and  N  groups. 

The  cigar-binder  type  stocks,  some  of  which  are  used  for  wrappers, 
Were  about  20  million  pounds  lower  on  January  1,  1978,  than  they  -'ore  on 
January  1,  1937*   Total-  binder  type  stocks  were  reported  as  llH, 893*000 
pounds  on  January  1,  1938.  Type  5^»  Connecticut  Broadleaf  stocks  were 
reported  as  2H,gHH,000  pounds;  Type  52,  Connecticut  Havana  Seed,  22,918,000 
pounds;  Type  53 »  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,  1,887,000  pounds; 
Type'  5^»'  Southern  Wisconsin,  Hi, 095*000  pounds;  and  Type  55*  Northern 
Wisconsin,  2H,lH9,000  pounds*   The  detailed  report  by  groups  of  grades 
shows  that  of  the  total  binder  type  stocks  reported,  3*595*000  pounds  are 
of  wrapper  quality,  H9,2o2,000  pounds  are  bind.ers,  2,o9H,000  pounds  are 
fillers,  and  58,731*000  pounds  are  X  group  or  stemming  grade  tobacco. 

Shade- grown  wrapper  type  stocks  were  reported  on  January  1,  1938 » 
as  13,259»000  pounds.   Connecticut  Shade  stocks  were  9,333*000  pounds,  and 
Georgia  and  Florida  Shade  stocks  were  3,926,000  pounds.   Of  the  total  shade 
tobacco  stocks  reported,  11,128,000  pounds  are  shorn  in  the  A  .group  as 
being  of  actual  wrapper  quality. 

The  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  on 
January  1,  1938,  consisted  of  '^,2H6,000  pounds  of  Cuba  (Havana)  tobacco, 
1,671,000  pounds  of  Sumatra,  and  Java,  and  1,806,000  pounds  of  Philippine 
Islands  (Manila).   Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  are  shown 'in  the  de- 
tailed report  subdivided  into  wrappers,  fillers,  and  scrap.
